Buccess of Froposal for Trained
Force of 1,200,000 Men De-
pends on Employers.

FLEA I8 TO ALL CLASSES

WASHINGTON, Ooct. 17.—Em-
ployers throughout the United States,
corporations, manufacturers, profes-
slonal men, tradesmen and business-
men of all classes, are to be asked
to contribute as their share In the
national defense, permission for
thelr employes to engage without
parious financial losses, In two
months' miltary training d&uring
each of three yeara.

This Is an essential part of the pd-

ministration’s plan for ralsing a citi-
gen army of 800,000 men In six
years which, with a regular army of
140,000 men, and 300,000 reserves,
would glve a trained force, exclusive
of state milfitis, of about 1,200,000
in the evenl of war.

The muccess of the plan, officials admit,
depends not on the appropristion of
congresy, for its cost will be compars-
tively mmall, but on the patriotic re-

GERMANS WHIPPED IN WEST

LONDON, Oect. 18 —Troops of the
entente alMes have left Balonikl for
the Berb-Bulgar frfontier, nccording
to a news dispatch from Athens, The
allied forces are sald to have staried
Baturday for the Serblan front, where
the Bulgarians are reported to be
making progress in their assault on
the defenses of the Berblans,

Field Marshal von Mackenzen, di-
recting the operations on the Sarblan
drive, reports the storming of
Vranova mountain, south of Semen-
dria, and of Bmoljinao village, ecast
of Posarevac, while Bulgarian troops,

pressing on the Berblan border to |

the south, are declarad have
foroed frootier passes at aseveral
points and to have taken the sastern
forts of Zajecar, some five miles over
the border in Berbia and about forty
miles northeast of Niah,
Teuton Lossta Heavy.
